Therefore, in 
respect of this revenue raising 
problem, Nanking may be dis- 
|inclined to throw on his friendly 
joffices too heavy a strain. Yet 
it is obvious that the whole posi- 
tion is highly unsatisfactory to 
jan administration which is in 
need of revenue and desires to 
see satisfactory relationships 
established between it and 
foreign importers. 
‘The credit of China, in fact, 
lepends greatly on ‘the con- 
fidence of the mercantile world 
in the institutions which are 
created to perform the executive 
functions of government. When 
[a great department like the 
Chinese Maritime Customs which 
ears almost alone the burden 
of China's credit has to admit 
defeat by the arbitrary action 
jof provincial officials, credit is 
bound to be shaken. ‘The foreign 
trader asks for no special favour 
lin China. He is not even pre- 
pared to eavil at legitimate mea-| 
sures taken to foster local in- 
dustries, By no stretch of the 
imagination can this kerosene oil 
ramp come within that reserva- 
ition. The subterfuges and 
levices adopted to allow the 
local distillers to continue in 
heir questionable courses 
fare not at all creditable. 
They do not encourage the belief 
that fair trading is possible in 
China. Yet, from information 
adily available, it is judged 
that the Government's policy is 
designed to develop foreign con- 
fidence in the market here. If 
the authorities in Kuangtung. 
would cast their gaze seaward 
jand to the further south-west, 
they would perhay able to 
obser ‘a large Chinese popula- 
tion in the British Colony of the 
Straits Settlement thriving 
freely in developing their 
mmercial enterprise, without 
intolerable restrictions—indeed 
‘ith the active and far-sighted 
assistance of a Government to 
which they themselves are 
foreigners. The Government at! 
Nanking is admittedly in a diffi-| 
jeult position, It cannot assert 
its authority over Canton, — It 
jsuffers—with the foreign 
jporter—from the grievous breach 
made in its revenues by the flout. 
ing of the Customs. Moreover it 
is busily engaged, so far as its 
Present resources permit, in 
cultivating, on equal terms, the 
services and assistance of for- 
eign enterprise. If its well- 
levised plans for the econo! 
reconstruction of the country 
re to be put into effect with any 
hope of success, this policy will 
have to be developed, In such cir- 
Jcumstances. it js incumbent on 
responsible Chinese statesmen to 
be firm deprecating local 
contumacy which ix in essence 
directly hostile to the G 
ment's declared intentions. This 
is written without any desire to 
perceive a grave portent in what 
may be merely a local ebullition 
incidental to “a. transitional 
stave of government. Even in 
Nanking it is not alway: ible 
to secure complete co-ordination 
departmental policies. A 
istry seeking to develop local 
industries may at times find it- 
self at viance with another 
Ministry which is pressing to the 
same goal of reconstruction by 
another path. In time Ni 
may be able to detes 
properly ordered. technique for 
ithe close co-operation of all de- 
partments. Meanwhile it is high- 
ly desirable that the Government 
should be supported by bringing 
to public notice administrative 
lapses which tend to hamper the 
faithful exceution of its. plans.

It 
must, therefore, be given the 
eredit of a sincere intention to 
carry the desires of the public 
into effect, consistently with the 
practicable conduct of its 
Jadministration. Nevertheless it 
is idle to burke the fact that only 
the pressure of public opinion 
has brought this policy to the 
fore. The revelations ‘so cour- 
ageously made by Mr. P. W. 
Massey and his colieagues, 
Jamong whom should be noted 
Mr. E, P. Harris, another Mem- 
ber of the Council, cannot be 
allowed to fade away before the 
depreciatory piecemeal 
tion of those who prefer inaction, 
An immediate duty lies before 
fall the electors: they should so 
Jemphatically vote for Mr. Massey’ 
and Mr. Harris next week that. 
their endorsement of the Massey: 
Report stands clearly on public 
record. Critics who harp on the 
idea that “humanitarianism” is 
the main consideration of the 
Report should be swiftly correct. 
fed. Conditions such as those 
jexposed by that document consti 
tute a definite menace to the 
peace and good order of the 
Settlement.

To-day is the centenary of the 
birth of William Morris, English 
poet and artist, who did much 
hten England as to the

for not only was he offered a 




















professorship in the art at 
Oxford, but on the death of 
Tennyson was offered the 


Laureateship both of which he, 
declined, the first because he felt! 
he lacked the necessary academic 
spirit, the second because his 
taste and record were too remote, 
from the requirements of a court 
appointment, 

It is a long ist oMaceomplish- 
ments which he had—poet, artist, 
craftsman, journalist and above 
all Socialist—and if some would 
eavil at the inclusion of the last 
named as an accomplishment, it 
must bo insisted that the 
lof Morris's socialism wa: 
heart a passionate enthusiasm 
for an inaccessible artistic ideal, 
Tt does not require too great an 
age to be able to recall much of 
the ugliness against which 
‘Morris and his fellows rebelled, 
that drear, heavy respectability: 
which had replaced the pro 
fligncy of the Georgian period. 
England laboured under a 
crushing load of tasteless ornate. 
ness, a vulgar display of heavy 
gilt and atrocious red plush and 
it was the mission of a little - 
band of artists of whom Morr 
was the robust leader to destroy 

and in its place reveal to the, 
unseeing eyes of the English 
beauty in its most attractive. 
forms. Ie was a child of the 
Gothic ‘revival, a follower of 
Ruskin and Pugin, though with 
fa greater practical influence 
jthan.either of them, because of 
the manner in which he brought 
beauty into the home. ‘The man 
who built for himself a house 
embodying all his principles of 
decorative art gave his know- 
ledge to his fellow men with an 
industry which even in these 
days must be regarded 
bordering on the miractilous. In 
house decoration of all kinds in 
furniture, wall-paper, hanging: 
arpet weaving: the painting 
glass and tiles, needlework, 
tapestry, he laid the foundations 
of a school dominated by his pro. 
test against commercialism, and 
emphasized his insistence ‘upon 
the necessity for natural decora~ 
tion and pure colour produced 
y handicraft and inspired by a 
ssion for beauty of which he 
wag a real apostle, 

Swinburne, his friend, alleged 
that Morris was concerned more 
‘with objects than men, more 
truly inspired by literature than 
ife, and it has been said that his

He 
was generous, magnanimous, but 
lacking in the wider humanity, 
a failing in his art as it was a 
deficiency in his poetry.

Robber Leader Killed 
A month or so ago, the bandit 
ation got so bad in the south- 
rast section of the Haichow ter- 
ritory, around Hsiang Shui-kowtsih 
‘and ‘Yangehiachi, that the various 
military units down there go teoge- 
ther for a raid on the disturbers 
‘of the peace, In the course of the 
raid a bandit was killed, who turned 
‘out to be the famous Pan Li-miao 
or Pan Lien-biao as he is sometimes 
called. who is one of the chiefs of 
bandit chiefs, who engineered the 
raid on Yangehiachi_ in November, 
1931, when Rev. J. W, Vinson was. 
captured and kilied. ‘The identity of 
this great leader among the rob- 
bers, seems to have been very de- 
finitely established, Ten thousand 
dollars’ reward which was offered 
for his capture is, I hear, boing 
claimed by the Revenue Guards who 
took over hig body after the fight 
with the bandits. On his body were 
found seals and other clear proofs 
of his identity. ‘The latest report 
which J have had from the Yang- 
jchiachi district is that several large 
Hands of the dead chief's robbers 
are still plying their trade in that

It would be difficult for anyone! 
unacquainted with Japanese psycho- 
logy properly to account for the 
way in which the people of this. 
country have sobered down. The 
change has been due to many rea- 
sons, of course, and among these 
naturally are the passing of time 
‘and a careful consideration of mat- 
ters. But it was not this which 
assunged the pent-up feelings of 
the easily offended people of 
Nippon. 

‘The truth of the matter is that 
the change has been dus to a bet- 
ter understanding of tho British| 
Position as a result of the sane 
counsel of investigators, including| 
many outstanding figures such as} 
Viscount Ishii and Mr. Kadono,| 
who have almost invariably told 
the people of this country that 
they were entirely mistaken about 
the British. Even men who return- 
ed after conducting a brief inves- 
tigation of conditions joined those| 
who had made extended stays in 
agreeing that Japan was all wrong 
in many of its contentions. The 
British attitude, said these men, was! 
not reflected in the distorted’ and| 
often abusive charge made in some 
of the more sensational of the Brit-| 
ish press and which were given 
the widest puticity in the papers 
here, On the contrary, assured 
‘these men, sound British opinion 
desired to'settle matters in as fair 
fa manner to the Japanese as was, 
humanly possible. ‘They told how 
powerful Lancashire was political- 
ly and how vast a number of peo-| 
le in the upper classes det 
Jon Laneashire for their livelihood. 


Misunderstanding Exists 
Naturally while there has been| 
‘an improvement in the Japanese|

not all of the nation’s leaders share

Foreign Oil Importers Handicapped: Loss of Revenue: 
Customs Regulations Evaded 


‘The raising of revenue through 
the Customs and the encouragement 
fof industries in the framing ot 
tariffs, present the Government with 
peculiar difficulties in Canton. For 
Fevenue purposes the tariff duty on 
imported kerosene has been fixed at 
the high figure of 30 cents, per 
gallon, Kerosene ig still the. poor: 
fhan’s luminant and the duty can 
therefore be defended by the argu. 
ment that it gives that broad basis 
of taxation on which economists lay 
Stress and which is, in more than 
fone country, a justification for such 
taxes as the salt impost, Unfor- 
tunately this high duty has, like 
high duties everywhere, encouraged 
evasion and smuggling. Fuel oils 
carry an import duty of only 14 
cents per gallon in order to en- 
courage local industries—transport 
fand prime movers. Certain of these 
oils contain a very high percenta 
of kerosene. ‘Traders hi 
covered in Canton that, by distilling 
these olls, kerosene can be obtained 
in sufficiently good quality for 
market at a price greatly below 
that at which kerosene oil, imporl- 
jed_as such, can be sold to’ the con- 
‘Sumer. Some of these oils contain 
no less than 95 per cent, kerosene, 
‘The possibilities of distillation are 
‘therefore clear. 

Loss of Revenue

Industrial 


The “Survey of 1993” presented 
in the annual report. of the Shang 
hai Municipal Couneit contains a 
‘brief though comprehensive review 
‘of the important events and develop 
ments of the year, and. extracts 
from the survey are given below. 

‘As regards international re 
tions it is stated that at the bogin= 
ning of the year the aftermath of 
feeling after tho conflict on. the 
morthem borders of the Settlement, 
the trend éf events at Geneva and 
the portentous situation in.

1929, but if non-gold countries seek 
farther advantages those countries 
‘maintaining the gold standard may 
fo off it and cause a new world 
money war. 

‘The memorandum drawn up in 
the chamber's behalf by Prof. T. E. 
Gregory, points out that, contrary, 
to anticipation, exchange deprecia~ 
tion has acted as a deflationary f 
tor in world trade. 

‘There is no need to suppose thet} 
stabilization will result in a fall in 
prices or that revival of internat 
al lending is dependent upon sta 
zation. Experience points. to the

In. most countries the 
Directors of any company are de- 
‘karred from holding office, and al- 
though such legislation’ cannot 
generally be applied in Shanghai 
it would certainly seem to be in 
tho interests of the public to 
Jdebar persons connected with Pub- 
lic Utility Companies operating in 
[Shanghai from the Municipal 
‘Couneil. 

As an instance, for some time 
‘past there have ' been numerous! 
complaints against the China 
Omnibus Company and undoubted: 
ly, when compared with British and 
American standards this service is 

disgrace to British commercial 
terprise, It would, however, seem 
vunlikely that the Council will take 
‘any drastic action to secure an in 
rovement in the service as long 
as the Chairman of the Omnibus 
Company i a leading member of the 
Council and the other members are 
Jcomposed of persons who rarely, if} 
lever, travel by this plebeian means| 
‘of transport. . 

Further as constituted at pres- 
jent the Council cannot escape 
eriticiem from the man in. tho| 
street: in its method of handl-| 
fing the . rickshaw problem, i 
restriction of licences. 

In conclusion I wish to make 
clear that in writing this lette

Rail Trams Condemned
